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FACT SHEET 


* Concordia's Faculty of Fine Arts is recognized as the finest fine arts faculty in 
Canada. On average the Faculty accepts only one in three applicants; in some 
programs that figure ranges from one in six to one in ten. In virtually every case, the 
strict admission quotas are due to shortages in space, facilities and human resources. 


* Besides being one of the oldest fine arts faculties in Canada, Concordia's was one of 
the first to offer degrees at the graduate level. It offers the largest studio arts 
program in the country, and its range of graduate programs is unparalleled anywhere in 
Canada. 


* Most of the Fine Arts teaching staff are respected artists with national reputations. 
Present and former teachers have been honored for their contributions to Canadian 
culture with such distinctions as the Order of Canada (awarded to Yves Gaucher and 
Bernard Lagacé); the Prix du Québec (awarded to Guido Molinari); and the Québec 
government's Prix Borduas (awarded to Ulysse Comtois). 


* Concordia's Faculty of Fine Arts is the only fine arts faculty in Eastern Canada with a 
master's program in Art Therapy and a doctoral program in Art Education. The former 
provides social workers, therapists, special education teachers and guidance 
counsellors, among others, with the diagnostic skills they need to treat autistic and 
emotionally disturbed youngsters, delinquent adolescents, and adults. 


* Concordia's is also the only Fine Arts Faculty in Canada with a master's program in 
Art History devoted to the study of Canadian history. 


* Concordia's cinema program is the most comprehensive in Québec, offering students a 
grounding in all aspects of film production, from film theory and script writing to 
cinematography, animation, acting, directing, and film distribution. Concordia has the 
only film program in Québec leading to a major in cinema, and its film animation 
program is the only university program of its kind in Canada. 
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FINE ARTS (cont'd) 


* During the past three years Concordia students have won many major awards at the 
Canadian Student Film Festival. Many of their works have later been screened at the 
Cannes Film Festival. 


* The Department of Music's jazz studies program is unique in Québec, offering 
professional musicians an opportunity to study music theory by day while earning a 
living practising their craft at night. 


* The program offered by the Theatre Department is unique in Canada, both for its 
method of instruction and for the emphasis it places on the study of scenography, 
including the latest high-tech techniques, such as computerized lighting. 


* This past year Concordia theatre students and graduates won most of the top awards 
at the 14th annual Québec Drama festival, including the prizes for best actor and 
actress, best supporting actor, best original play and best production. 


* Concordia's dance program differs from those at most Canadian universities. Because 
the Faculty places strong emphasis on choreography, the majority of graduates 
eventually find employment as choreographers -- in stage, video and multidisciplinary 
productions. 


* The Faculty of Fine Arts maintains a permanent collection of Canadian art that is 
housed in the Concordia University Art Gallery. 


* Concerts (classical, jazz and contemporary) and drama productions produced by the 
Faculty of Fine Arts attract thousands of Montrealers every year. Admission to many 
of these cultural activities is free. 
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
